They cut the willowtree strands last week. I used to gently 
pull down and easily got my inverted vee ends up 20 feet. I 
had to use the water bottle technique the following weekend. 

To get the antenna up when I discovered the trees were trimmed, 
I stood on the quad chair and wrapped the insulating twine, 
connected to the antenna end insulator, several times around 

a wad of the vines hanging from the limb. 


I tied a 1 inch diameter loop into one end of my launching twine. 


I pushed the standing part of the rope up into the fixed rope 
loop thereby making a slip-knot. The slip not drew tight around 
the neck of the 1/2 water filled bottle. With a 2 foot leader, 
I twirled the string-tethered bottle counterclockwise (while 
facing the targe treelimb, and easily reached 30 feet. 


I had previously laid out the twine in a zig-zag pattern on the ground 
and was sure to be standing out of the way of the line :) 


It was easy to take the large-looped slipknot off the bottle. The 
extra throwline was wound around the bottle which I used as an 
anchor for the antenna end. The other antenna end was simply 
wound around the other tree. 


I didn't add the lighter weight connecting string from the 
mainline to the bottle. With that weaker string it is easy 

to break off if the bottle got caught in the tree. I wasn't 
concerned with that problem and just went for it. I'd probably 
use the short section of break-line for launching into a redwood 
tree. 


This technique is awesome.

Well, here's the technique that I use. Basically, I tie the string to a 
one-foot 

long, 3-inch-head-diameter rubber mallet and spin the thing up and release 
at around 280 deg. or so. Works great, and the rubber mallet has a good 
handle to grasp if I just want to chunk it over a low branch. Haven't lost 
the hammer to date, and the rounded head doesn't seem to get caught up 

in the branches. I guess I'm going to kick myself when it finally does get 


stuck :%). I guess you could use a normal carpenters hammer, but I don't 
like the idea of that iron head flying around and the hook on the 
nail-removing 

prongs might cause some difficulties. 


Anywho, 70-foot heights have been attained with no problems. Yeah, this 
can be kinda' dangerous, so make sure you're not chunking the thing near 
the house, wife, kids, etc. :4%)

This is feed as a 1/2 wave long wire using a high impedence tuner to 
match it, OR building a J-pole. A J-pole could be a 1/2 wave wire that 
is fed with a 1/4 wave transmission line on end. The J-pole allows a 
high impedence feed point antenna to be matched using a quarter wave 
open wire transmission line which has high impedence on one end and low 
impedence to match low impedence coax on the other end. Either system 
has its plus and minus features.

I've always found that Sharpies work as well as "real" resist pens. And 
sometimes as poorly. My first board was a little too ambitious, with a lot 
of dense, narrow etches. Some of my traces washed away and/or were undercut 
by the etchant before the unwanted copper was gone. Had to start over. 

That was 20 years ago. 


Sharpies are still good, if you get enough ink, and wide enough traces. I 
switched to using mostly little bottles of model airplane enamel paint and 
artists paintbrushes. Put the drawing over the board and drill the holes. 
Then put the drawing next to the board and copy, playing connect the dots 
with the paintbrush. If you mess up, it's easy to separate merged traces by 
scratching with a pocket knife. And paint is also good for doing LARGE 
areas (ground planes), maybe using a wider brush here. 


I use a cheap glass cassorole dish to etch in. 


I think I saw somewhere that ferric chloride is used in water treatment, so 
I'm not too worried about toxicidity. I'm not advising drinking it, 
however.

yes the "KK5NA Water Bottle Technique" came thru for us also. We used it 
to put up a G5SRV thru and Over several trees, Table covers etc. Same 16.9 
oz bottle I always carry. We attached some strong waxed string (cable 
lacing string) to it and I used the overhand lob technique to throw it up 
and over. Then pulled the antenna over until we got it clear and stretched 
good. I find I can throw it accurately up to about 35 £t everytime....the 
secret of course is to have PLENTY of excess string, rope or wire attached 
and "clear" of your and others feet/body for a clear launch. And after all 
that work you still have a drink to refresh you!

After the fires of Field Day cooled I decided to work on the BFO pitch 
adjuastment. 


Adding 30 pF NPO across the trimcap C14 (under the board) gave enough 
"pull" to the BFO crystal to match the offset to the sidetone, within 
the limits of my musical ear. Was still near the limit of travel of the 
trimmer, though, so probably anything from 30 to 47 pF would be fine. 


I was truly impressed by the performance of the DSW40 during FD. I set up 
about 200 yards away from the QRO stations (3 of them, with 30' towers 
and beams for 20 m and up) Except for when a station was actually 
operating on 40 m I had no, repeat no, overload problems. This with an 
inverted vee ant, no tuner used, so no additional front-end selectivity. 
The DSW was still in its unlined wooden box, hadn't done the copper foils 
shield lining yet. The QRO rigs were equipped with band-pass filters. 


One the other ops, a real CW contest pro, stopped by to see and I handed 
him the headset for a listen. He was astounded at the receiver 
performance. During our takedown, the club president and the FD chairman 
were having serious discussions about running everything at the 5W level 
and under next year. The thought of all that quiet - no droning 
generators - is seductive. 


As another QRP-L'er noted, it was almost too easy to make contacts..... 
Hat's off to Dave ... What a rig.

Ok, gang.... 


Marty finished the receiver design today, and he'll be mailing it 
to me tomorrow. Actually, he's put together 3 different receivers, 
with some more capable than others. 


He said that all of em' use one of W7ZOI's (hey, Wes!) VFO designs 
out of Solid State Design, with the least-capable version costing 
around $5.00 (total) for parts if u have a semi-decent junk box! He did 
say that this price was a ball-park figure, though, so I'm not going to 
hold him to that price :%). 


Anywho, I need to think of a name for this thing. I was leaning toward 
"The Dixie" or the "Southern Bell." :%). Whatcha’ think? :%) 
I've also done more thinking on the advanced version that would use 


digital-signal, neural-network processing, and here's what I came up with: 


The neural net seems to be the way to go. It would easily learn selected 


CW patterns and help the DSP tremendously. As a matter of fact, you 
might even be able to teach the net to recognize individual words via 
dictionary look-up and have the thing "finish/guess" at words if the 
incoming signal drops below the noise floor. 


And speaking of noise floors....With differential-buffered and averaged 
samples, it would seem at first glance that the net would have a dog-on 
great grip on the signal. If it didn't, then the neural net would lower the 
threshold a tad and the next DSP sample might just "yank em" out of the 
noise, or this is where neural-net, best-guess would come into play (if 
enabled). 


I was even thinking about this version keying an audio 
oscillator, but a few guys on the list-server said that they want to 
hear some noise in the background, because it lets them have 
that "distant" feeling when they're working DX. No problem! I could 
always "OR" in some noise for em' :%). The audio-oscillator design 
does have another "MAJOR" flaw -- everyone would have a 599 
signal report :*%) :4).

Having been a "cable monkey" at a former job, I just use PolyPull (tm) 

(a blue and white polypropylene 1/8" cord) from a new box. This is the 
stuff electricians leave in a conduit so the *xNEXTx time they come to do 
the job it doesn't seem near as bad. Since it has at least a 250l1b break 
strenth (I dnagled from a piece as a test) I can throw once, and start 
pulling up the antenna, and it's just stiff enough to keep from tangling. 
I get it from a local electrical suppply house for about $9 per 1000'. 
Most time's it's not worth recycling, so I never have to untangle it, and 
it pays out of the box well so you don't have to stretch out a bunch of 


slack that tangles around you, before you throw. :)

We arrived at the cabin rental office Friday evening, explained 
Field Day to the owner and got permission to put up antennas, 
drove another 2 miles to our cabin and unpacked. Situated in the 
Blue Ridge Mountains of Virginia, we were half way up the 
mountainside, in a notch formed by a creekbed. 


Our views to the south, west and east were blocked, but the mountain 
fell away to the north and northwest, giving us good coverage of the 
midwest and northern coastal states. 


The cabin deck overlooked the creek, and between them was a picnic 
clearing shaded by the perfect antenna tree with a single prominent 
branch at about 40'. Only one slingshot attempt was required to send 
a fluorescent orange sinker sailing over the branch, towing fishline. 
With the help of Kim, KD6WJK, and my two kids Carl and Sarah, the 
20m inverted vee was soon raised. One end was tied to the cabin deck 
and the other to a tree across the creek. A quick check revealed 

good 2:1 swr bandwidth. There would be no need to tweak the ZM-1 
‘'tenna tuner during field day. 


The stock Norcal 20 was powered up, and to my surprise the first two 
qsos were with stations in FL -- in one of the directions blocked 
by rock. The final pre-Field Day qso was with Igor, RA30H. 


"OK, the antenna works." 
Up early the next morning, I decided to check out the setup. 


"Boy, that station sure sounds terrible," I said to myself while 
sipping coffee and listening to its horrible shifting squawk. Lots 
of station setups reveal their weaknesses on Field Day. 


It was 
my rig revealing its weakness. I had left it on the deck overnight, 
covered with a towel. High humidity and cool morning air brought 
stability-killing condensation. A good hour of warmup time, 

with the cover off and the rig in sunshine, and stabilty returned. 
Whew! 


The humidity was high enough to make Field Day log sheets feel 
like damp rags, and to wet the stickum on the manilla envelope 
which contained them. 


Field Day operation at N7RI was casual. Only four logsheets were 
permitted, to ensure that plenty of time was spent with family. 
Kim cruised 2m but found no evidence of local VHF FD activity. 
There was enough action on 20m cw to fill our four logsheets. 

We never unpacked the ssb rig. 


In four hours of operation, 80 stations were worked in 30 ARRL 
sections. Included were three Canadian provinces, Puerto Rico and 
21 states. 


Even though the view to the west was blocked by mountians, we had 

a pipeline to Colorado, where 4 stations were worked with no difficulty 
whatsover. Not bad for 3 watts! It was even worth the unexpected swim 
in the creek incurred while tearing down the droopy dipole. 


Add in these factors: Coffee sipped on the creek bank, barbecued 
steak, and time spent with family in the peaceful mountain surroundings. 
Field Day 1999 was great!

The AE4GX Tandy102 Logger/Keyer program was released to the following qrp-1 
members as the result of any earlier thread where I was looking for a 
solution. The following were sent the log004 release on 7/18/98: Don 
Bullard/WA4IMI, Henry Freeenberg/N5HF, Jef£/WD4ET, Joe/KK5NA, Mark 
Kesner/KC4GIA and Niel Skousen/WA7SSA. Several references were brought up by 
the group members but none were a satisfactory solution to the logger 
problem. None addressed a combo logging/keyer solutions. 


I used the logger portion of log004 in the ARS Bumblebee QRP contest in 

July 1998. The logger worked as expected but I didn't have the keyer portion 
ready so didn't try to use it. If I had I would have seen some problems that 
were uncovered later. With the contest out of the way the unit was put back 
on the shelf. 


Note on Update from log004 to log005.

You know, I've wondered about that myself. A guy here at work is an amateur 
cabinet maker (amateur as in "not for pay" - his work is very good) and I've 
thought of commissioning him to make a radio cabinet. 


The two main problems I see are heat and shielding. For a QRP radio heat isn't 

as bad a problem as a higher-powered rig, but it must still be dealt with. I think 
a metal back with a heat sink should take care of that. The box should still 
include 

some vents to allow cross flow. 


Shielding is another matter. Some metal screen or flashing copper could be tacked 
on the inside of the box. This would be to keep the rig from radiating LO signals 
as 

well as to keep unwanted signal from being picked up in the circuitry. 


I guess the main reason radios are in metal boxes is because it's easier and 
cheaper to make a decent-looking package that's RF-tight and heat-loose, without 
building a box within a box.

For sale: TS-130V, the made-for-Japan version of the TS-130S with a 
maximum of twenty watts output. This has a couple of cleanly installed 
mods which should enhance it's value: 


1. Built-in Curtis Keyer. The scan speed was set to a comfortable value 
with a fixed resistor and its top cover slider used as a keyer speed control. 
The 1/4" paddle jack is mounted on a corner of the back panel The keyer 
itself is under the top cover. 


2. ALC Mod. This was documented in an ARCI QRP Quarterly some time ago. 
There is a pot mounted on another corner of the rear panel which sets the 
ALC threshhold to anywhere from 20 down to about 1.25 watts. 


3. 500 Cy CW filter added. This is simply the stock YK-88CN Yaesu filter 
mounted where it was intended. 


That's it for the mods.. Also included are: 

1. VFO-120, the standard Kenwood remote VFO used with the TS-130V, no mods. 
2. Unidentified coiled cord thingee that appears to plug into a four pin 
jack on the TS-130V labelled "MIC". It only has one button on it, so I 
suppose it could be used for an "emergency" straight key. 

3. If it will sweeten the deal and clinch it for you, a modular type four 
amp power supply with cable and connector to fit the TS-130V rear panel. 

If not needed, I'd prefer to hold on to all but the cable and connector. 


This rig just did 798 QSO's in Field Day this past weekend. It ran for 
24 hours on a 110 A/H marine battery (the battery also ran a 486 notebook

I've run attic antennas. Yeah, they work better than no antenna, or 
better 

than duckies down low, but an attic can sometimes really put a damper on 
the signal. But if they work better than not having an antenna up high, 
then 

go for it. 


One thing you may consider is to get some PVC pipe the same size (or 
slightly bigger) than your 'drain vent' pipes. And then put a 2M 1/4 
wave 

verticle in it and ‘extend’ your drain vent. I've seen people do this 
to be 

stealthy, and even bring the coax down IN the vent pipe, and then use an 
‘angle-T' to bring the coax out. (Just seal it up VERY well, it will 
STINK! ) 

There's a company that sells these antennas for HF. If you don't know 
what you're looking for, you don't see anything other than a long vent 
pipe. 


For 2M and higher you can get away with a lot! For example, just wrap a 
strap around your vent, and put a 19" length of brazing rod in an 
insulator 

and fasten it at the top of the pipe. Or get a 2M half wave (they don't 
care 

about a ground plane, so they work on plastic cars too) and paint it to 
match 

your shingle/roof color and mount it on the pipe. NO-ONE will see it 
unless 

you draw attention to it. What usually gives these away is the coax. 

If you 

can get that through without being seen running along the roof, then 
you'd 

be all set!

Some preliminary results..... 


BTW, the input to the filter is from a 50 ohm amplifier with 

many frequency components. Its the amplified output from a DMOS mixer. 
The composite amplitude is about 2vpp. Output of filter is into 

51 ohm AC load. 4mA of current is passed thru input diodes, 8mA thru 
output diodes. 


Using 1N914 or 1N4148, I get a nice sine wave output from the filter. 
The amplitude is somewhat 30-40% less however. Hmmm.... 


Using a 2N7000 (nearly identical to VN10KM) as a RF switch, the signal 
at 3.5MHz is a pretty sine wave again. However, since the filter bank 
shares a common input and output nodes, the capacitance from drain to 
source or gate loads the other networks so much that they get quite 
detuned. This could be compensated for except for the fact that I have 
10 (!) switchable filters and if each had a 2N7000 on it I would get 

up to 600pf of load. Each 2N7000 has about 60pf of drain capacitance 
if I remember the data sheet right. 


If I had all the time in the world, I'd try a SD5000 DMOS fet with 
substrate grounded and source and drain at 5v. Bet it would work 
like gang busters. 


Couldn't find a 1N4007 yet to try. Radio Shack has up to 1N4005 and then 
some funny labled 2.5kV diode. I notice Wayne uses them in the K2 for 
xmit/rcev switching. 


I looked up data on the MPN3404. No mention of carrier lifetime. Its 
original purpose was for switching for VHF circuits. Hmmm.....

Looking at the data sheet for the MPN3700, we find carrier lifetime of 
300nS. Hmmm.... This should allow operation to 3.3 Mhz. If one makes 
the wild assumption that MPN3404's are culls from the MPN3700 bin 

maybe 3404's wouldn't work at 3.5 Mhz. 


Initial Conclusion: (really sticking my neck out here) 

I suspect that the biasing on my diodes is incorrect. I know that on one 
side of the filter, the diodes (cathode and anode) are at approximately 3.5V 
(+/- 0.7V of course) The other side is at 1.5V. The distortion I see is when 
the sinewave is at the negative peak. This leads me to believe some clipping 
is occuring. This could happen with the MPN3404 if the freq. is too low for 
it to work as a PIN diode. I'm assuming the 1N914/4148's worked ok because 
their much greater dynamic resistance reduced the amplitude of the signal to 
below clipping levels. 


I am going to bring both diodes to a level where the input signal cannot 
cause clipping. Then try MPN3404 and 1N914 again.

Ok, I know it is rare to have a fixed load, such as 

50 ohms to couple your ZM-2 ATU to. However, I didn't 
have time to build some preset mismatch pads to test range 
of impedances. If I was to go that route I'd get out the 
voltmeter and test efficiency and such. 


Anyway, I figured an easily repeatable test is how well 
you can couple to a 50 ohm load and tune the indicator 
circuit to null the bridge. By carefully going from low 
frequency to high frequency in each of the three 

switch settings: 250, 0, 500 -- one can at least find 
the limits of the ATU tuning ranges. 


Here's what I got: 
Tuning Range when coupling to a 50 Ohm coaxial load OR 
50 Ohm Balanced load (Metalfilm resistor).

At this point I turned the C1 Capacitor 
counter-clockwise to balance the bridge at 13 MHz. I 
proceeded turning C1 Clockwise as I went up in frequency. 
The final balance point is 55 MHz with C1 and C1 at 
their full stops, setting 12. 


That about does it for the ZM-2 project. The preparation 
continues for the Yosemite trip. 


I hope this report is useful. I double checked all 
measurements. 


Equipment used was an internally leveled HP8662 synthesized 
signal generator with 1 foot long BNC Cable to ZM-2 Radio 
input. The radio was terminated at the coaxial port with 

a commercial 50 Ohm load and the 'LINK' toggle switch at 
the 'GND' position for the coaxial test. The balanced 
output test was with the coaxial load removed, a 51.1 Ohm 
thinfilm resistor placed across the banana jack output, and 
the ‘LINK; switch set opposite of 'GND'.

Field Day 1999 Southern Maryland ARC Style 


I ran field day as part of the SMARC at Rosaryville State Park outside 
of Washington. For us this is a fun event. It took us an hour after the 


contest started to get consistent on the exchange we sent. evntually we 
settled on 3A. We may have gotten up to five stations on the air at once 
at times - we just don't worry about such things. For the purest in the 
group it is very unlikely we will get the logs together to send them in. 
We haven't done that for three or four years now. We covered everything 
from 40M to 2M with dipoles, a GSRV, a R7, and a beam for 6M. Power was 
mostly 100 Watts. I brought along my field special ant. It covers 40, 20 
and 15M and goes up on a set of old ten poles joined together and 

guyed. The rig was the trusty Sierra running about 1.5-2 watts most of 
the time using a gel cell that had been solar charged. 


We had two CW ops, WK3I and myself. Richard ran 100 Watts even though he 
won the world QRP in the 160 meter ARRL contest last year. We used his 
call for the contest. We had a number of SSB ops. One did most of the 
work and others played around. Total take was likely near of 600 Qs. We 
may never know the exact number. I ran 150 Qs QRP, Richard ran about 
100 Qs. The main SSB op ran off 250 Qs. In total we had 25-30 people show 
up for the event. 


Interference was not a problem unless we were on the same band. Richard 
and I discovered once we both had been running on 40 meters at the same 
time. He could barely notice me, on the other hand the Sierra would cut 
out when he sent. For a while I thought the problem was with the stations 
I was hearing. We jumped over each other getting dups from those the 
other worked. I wonder what the stations thought that we called one 
after the other. Sunday morning I played the same game with my 11 year 
old son, KB3BUR, on 20 Meters. He was running off of a R7 and had more 
problems when I transmitted But we made it. He ended up with 20 Qs and 
left happy and asking when I'm going to move a rig to his room at the 
house. 


I also had the 9 year old along. She had to tag along with dad and camp 

out. Part of the agreement was if she camped she had to get her ticket. 

So last night she was ready to start studying for the novice. I'll 
wait to see how long the interest lasts.

I couldn't do it! I wouldn't be able to sleep tonight if 
I didn't test the ZM-2 impedance matching capabilities 

at least into 200 Ohms and 300 Ohms. So I got a 196 and 
286 Ohm resistors and tested only the Banana jack balanced 
output. 


Here's all three tables and the last you'll hear from 
me on this dull topic. My other post has been slightly 
edited to include this new information. 


Ok, I know it is rare to have a fixed load, such as 

50 ohms to couple your ZM-2 ATU to. To test capability 
of the ZM-2 with a mismatched load, I used a 196 and 286 
Ohm resistor at the banana jacks. 


Anyway, I figured an easily repeatable test is how well 

you can couple to a 50/200/300 ohm loads and tune the indicator 
circuit to null the bridge. By carefully going from low 
frequency to high frequency in each of the three 

switch settings: 250, 0, 500 -- one can at least find 

the limits of the ATU tuning ranges. 


Here's what I got:

The C2 capacitor pair reached minimum capacitance at 
about 13 MHz. At this point I turned the C1 Capacitor 
counter-clockwise to balance the bridge at 13 MHz. I 
proceeded turning C1 Clockwise as I went up in frequency. 
The final balance point is 55 MHz with C1 and C1 at 
their full stops, setting 12. 


I hope this report is useful. I double checked all 
measurements. 


Equipment used was an internally leveled HP8662 synthesized 
Signal generator with 1 foot long BNC Cable to ZM-2 Radio 
input. The radio was terminated at the coaxial port with 

a commercial 50 Ohm load and the 'LINK' toggle switch at 
the 'GND' position for the coaxial test. The balanced 
output test was with the coaxial load removed, a 51.1 Ohm 
thinfilm resistor placed across the banana jack output, and 
the ‘LINK; switch set opposite of 'GND'. Power output of 
the siggen was +16 dBm.

I remember making a viewer for an eclipse. It was a large cardboard 
box with a heavy cloth over it. One end was fitted with a hole. Over 
that hole was aluminum foil with a tiny pin hole in it made with a 
needle. On the back of the box opposite was a white sheet of paper. 
Point foil/hole end at sun, stick head under cover and view sun 

image projected on the back of the box.

BE CAREFUL!!! Do not look at the sun with binoculars or telescopes 

or any such things unless you really know what you are doing and have 
the right filters. Direct viewing can be * instant blindness * with a 
telescope if the filter is not right or if it cracks or breaks from 

the heat while in use. Projection is much safer. There have been some 
nice articles on using projected images to track sunspots. You can 

not only project on the paper, but you can trace the image there as 


well for a record. In fact, one of the largest professional solar 
telescopes uses a method somewhat like this were the image is projected 
on a big piece of paper on a table and the sunspots are traced for 

the record. It is not that hard to get images of sunspots and they 

are indeed quite a sight. Just be careful to do it right so it is 

not the last thing you see. 


I had the opportunity to view a hydrogen line spectroheliograph at 
Palehua Solar Observatory here on Oahu, along with 18 channels of 
radio telescope tracking from Gigahertz down to 15 Mhz. You could 
see disturbances bubbling to the surface on the multichannel radio 
telescope data. Please take any chance you get to view the sun with 
a professional instrument or visit such a site.

The 
internal battery lasted until the voltage declined to 11.0V. 
At this point, we switched to an larger external battery 

with solar charge system connected. This lasted the remainder 
of the time. We also had a back up rig ready to go on line. 


However, it was not needed. The operators that previously 
never used the K2 before FD, had no problem making 
contacts. 


We rotated three operators: AH7A, KH6BMM and myself 
(KH6B). CW only was used on 40-20-15 and 10 meters. 

On 40, we used a vertical 2el beam. On 20-15-10, we used 
a Moseley 3el trapped beam at 31 feet. 


We did better than our 1998 score of 1370. This time was 
1210 points plus 700 bonus points for 1999 score of 1910.

DLN Group: 
1. I've found that the DL radiates better if pourly shielded. 


2. If the DL is shielded too good, and can't hear your signal 
across the room on another receiver, try this: Put a coaxial 
tee at the DL with coax from the rig to the DL. Use a suitable 
wire (suggest between 6" and 150') to the center conductor 

of the coax tee. NO antenna tuner needed!
